mountain of the red spow. 

When the climber goes above the 6, 
000-foot level on Mount Albert Ed- 
ward, he encounters the so-called red 
snow, the discoloration being so mark: 
ed that most people, not recognizing 
it, imagine thet it has been caured 
by the slaughter of some predatory 
animal. As far as known, it does not 
occur elsewhere on Vancouver Island, 
and tn very few places, if at all, on 
the mainland, 

The red snow is, in fact, due to a 
tiny plant, known to botanists as pro- 
tococeus pivalis, belonging to the 
thallophyta diviston. The phenomenon 
is also a genus of algae and appears - 
on the surface of the snow, tinging ex- 
tensive tracts in the Arctic regions 
and certain coastal glaciers in an in- 
eredibly short time with a deep erim- 
son, The plant, which may be regard: 
ed as one of the simplest forms of 
vegetation, consists of a little bag of 
membrane forming a ‘cell. ‘The illusion 
of “red snow” can hardly be dispelled 
when handfuls are taken up ahd exam- 
ined, The deeper a person digs in the 
snow the more pronounced the color 
becomes.
